For any armistice in Korea that 
merely released aggressive armies 
to attack elsewhere would be a 
fraud. 


"We seek, throughout Asia 
as 


throughout the world, a peace that 
is true and total." 


At present the only subject 
in- 


volved in prospective 
negotiation 


between the United Nations and 
the Red Chinese-North Koreans is 
an end to the fighting.

Three blood-stained notes were 


found in the killer's pockets. 


"Damn all the rats," one said. 


"Thanks lo the tin gods," said 
another. 


The full contents of the letters 


were withheld pending a complete 
investigation. 


The bodies of his mother, Al- 


phonse and the letter's two sons 
were found by Alphonse's wife 
Clair, 30, when she returned from 
work in midafternoon to her Law- 
rence tenement apartment, 


She ran from the house scream- 


ing: 


"My family is dead. My whole 


family is dead." 


The four had been struck with

skulls.

,Rain, snow and strong winds of 


about 35 miles an hour were gen- 
eral early today over much of the 
Great Lakes region south to the 
Ohio River Valley. A cold air mass 
marching eastward brought scat- 
tered showers from Virginia to the 
Gulf States, and rain was forecast 
for the New York area 


Freezing temperatures and snow 


flurries were general in the North- 
ern Plains, Rocky Mountains and 
parts of Iowa. Most of the rest of 
the nation could expect generally 
lair weather, 
except for some 


fog and ruin in California,

WHAT IS ABC? 


The Audit Bureau of Circulations, Chicago, by 


its own definition is: "A co-operative association 
of advertisers, advertising agencies and publishers 
for the verification of circulation of newspaper and 
periodical members in the United States and Can- 
ada." 


It is controlled by those who buy advertising 


(manufacturing, merchandising and service com- 
panies, and their agencies rather than those who 
sell advertising (newspapers and magazines). 


COST OF ADVERTISING 


Pick up an invoice for newspaper advertising 


and you will find that you are billed for so many 
column-inches at so much per inch. That's how it 
it billed — but that isn't how it is sold, 


The price of an inch of advertising is mean- 


ingless unless you know what the paper's circula- 
tion is. When you know that you know the cost. 


The cost of advertising is the cost per inch per
